Maximum Waste 


Economically, this very lack of cohesion seems 
devised to waste the maximum amount of money. 
Burka County taxpayers, for instance, shell out a 
fat quarter of a million dollars annually just to 
pay th** trip men in the 25 different school systems, 
and another S.M.tKK) or thereabouts to pay school 
ixiard secretaries in the 51 fiercely independent 
school districts. 


I he reporters interviewed school superinten­ 
dents, school directors and school teachers. They 
waded through dozens of financial reports and they 
covered hundreds of miles. 


I hex came to the conclusion that none of the 
shortcomings in the public1 school system is news 
lo the educators, w'ho are striving mightily against 
hundreds of obstacles to give the people good 
schools. 


Despite Obstacles 


I he miracle Is that they do so well despite these 
obstacles — red tape, an immensely complicated 
school code, antiquated reports and the basic fall­ 
acy of democracy, the belief that the ability to win 
votes is directly related to a man's qualifications 
to fill the job he’s running for. 


Each school director in Bucks County is clo< ted. 
I he con fu sio n actually starts with the very con­ 
cept of what a school district is. 


v> ears ago when public schools were sri up in 
Pennsylvania, each city, borough or township was 
allowed to establish its own schools. School dis­ 
tricts therefore followed and still follow' the boun­ 


d a rie s of political subdivisions. There is one in 
P*ucks County for each borough and each town­ 
ship. 


Well, almost each one, I he Riegelsville school 
district somehow has slipped across the county 
line into Northampton County although Riegelsville 
Borough itself is still in Bucks,

Thus Bucks County lost the Riegelsville district 
and its elem entary school, which, although still 
within Bucks, now is governed under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the Northampton County superintendent.

Bucks County, m any sm all districts discovered 
that the cost of constructing and m aintaining even 
an elem entary school efficiently was too great.

Buckingham and W rightstown Townships did 
just that and they called it the Wycombe school, 
nam ed atter a sm all village on the borderline of 
the townships. 
However, the jointure ended in 1958 when Buck­ 
ingham decided to combine with several different 
townships in a new m erger, the Central Bucks 
elem entary jointure. Wrightstown insisted on going 
it alone and the district still has its own school. 
But the nam e of Wycombe persists and the school 
now is known as the Wrightstown-Wyeombe m erg­ 
ed school, although actually it 
is Wrightstown 
m erged with a memory. 
13 Jointures 
Bucks County has 13 jointures sim ilar to the 
now defunct Wycombe School. They combine as 
m any as nine school districts in one case and as 
few as two in several other cases. 
In addition it has three school districts which 
• operate their own complete school system s, from 
first grade through the last year of senior high 
school __ Bensalem Township and Bristol and Mor­ 
risville Boroughs. 
It has one union school district, New Hope-Sole* 
bury. And eight districts, although they are in a 
jointure for high schools, continue to operate their 
own elem entary schools. 
Only 25 School System s 
Thus, although the county still has 51 school dis­ 
tricts, it has only 25 school systems.- 
Some jointures, such as Neshamyiy, Centennial, 
Palisades, Quakertown and Pennsbury, m aintain 
com plete school system s, both elem entary and sec­ 
ondary. 
Some are for high school only, such as Council 
Rock. Some have elem entary students only — 
Newtown joint schools, for instance. And some 
vary the pattern just to keep things interesting. 
The Penh ridge jointure has a high school for stu­ 
dents from eight different districts plus elem en­ 
tary schools for those from only four of the eight. 
The other four have formed their own elem entary 
jointure, Deep Run Valley, a jointure within a 
jointure. 
Form Joint Board 
All the school boards within a jointure sit to­ 
gether to form a joint school board. A school direc­ 
tor in Bedminster Township, for instance, is on his 
own township’s school board, on the Deep Run Val­ 
ley joint school board for elem entary students and 
also on the Pennridgc joint school board for high 
school students. 
Bucks County also has its one union district — 
New I lope-Solebury. 
In a union district, school board m em bers are 
elected at large. There is no school board for New 
Hope Borough alone nor for Sole bury Township 
alone. T here’s Just one union school board. 
To com plicate the picture further, four districts 
in Central Bucks have combined their schools un­ 
der one supervision, although they haven’t formed 
a joint board or a bona fide jointure. They are 
Chalfont and New Britain Boroughs and New B rit­ 
ain and W arwick Townships. 
5.IHMI Minimum 
The Governor’s Com m ittee on Education has 
suggested that the time-worn school‘districts be 
abandoned com pletely and that new districts, dis­ 
regarding the old political boundaries, lie created 
with a m inim um of 5,000 students in each. 
This would not only cut costs and end confusion 
but also offer students a m uch wider curriculum , 
the com m ittee says. 
However, m aking a suggestion and jarring the 
tradition-hallowed residents of Bucks County into 
accepting ii are two quite different things.
